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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see Remarks (page 6, paragraphs 2and 3), filed 
7/3/2006, with respect to claims 2-6 and 8-12 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The objection of claims 2-6 and 8-12 has been withdrawn. 

Drawings 

2. In order to avoid abandonment, the drawing informalities noted in the paper 
mailed on 5/2/2006, must now be corrected. Correction can only be effected in the 
manner set forth in the above noted paper. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2-6 and 8-12 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

* All rejected claims 1, 7, and 13-15 have been cancelled and objected claims 2, 
4, 8, and 10 have been rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claims and any intervening claims, to place the application 
in allowance condition; 

* The present invention provides a new system for image sensing and bar code 
reading wherein the illumination pattern both serves as visual aiming assistance 
and provides target image illumination (see specification, page 2, lines 6-9). 
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Particularly, the new system comprises the following features, which the prior art 
taken either singly or in combination does not teach: 

- wherein each reflector comprises an opaque reflective surface with an aperture 
formed by the reflective surface, the light source emits light onto the reflective surface 
and through the aperture onto the target data area, wherein a curvature and shape of 
the reflective surface is curved for optimal uniformity and a sharp edges of the 
illumination pattern (see independent claims 2 and 8); 

- wherein each reflector comprises a transparent solid with a reflective internal 
surface, light from the light source enters the solid, is reflected by the reflective surface 
and exits through the solid onto the target data area, wherein a curvature and a shape 
of the reflective surface is curved for optimal uniformity and a sharp edges of the 
illumination pattern (see independent claims 4 and 10).
